•tocks of coal from Pittsburg, the main source 
•f supply, is causing much anxiety among 
those who failed earlier in the winter to make 
provision. 

There is no probability, however, of a coal 
Kmine, such as has been experienced in the 
past, owing to the supply from the Kentucky 
mines. 1a>u is villa consumes daily, upon an 
average, 70, 
the larger 

but at present all of the dealers of the city 
together do not hold in stock more than *V,- 
000 bushels of PittaburK coal, and it requires 
a ten foot rise hi the river at Pittsburg to let 
the awaiting fleet of 10,000,000 bushels out 

More than half of this will come to Louis- 
ville, but the probability of a rise in the Ohio 
is small, good authorities expressing the 
belief that a freeze-up will soon occur which 
will delay i-elief from Pittsburg until some 
time in February. In the meantime the 
price of coal has advanced nearly 100 per 
cent, and abe poor are suffering correspond- 
ingly. During the ]>ast week the railroads 
have brought to the city daily an average of 
40,000 bushels, aud the managers say that this 
can be increased sufficiently to supply the 
demand. 

Notwithstanding the statements of the 
railroad authorities, every coal dealer in the I 
city is from four to seven days ls>hind his ( 
orders. N**,mming up the situation, it will be 
seen that the circumstances demonstrate 
Louisville's g<K>d fortune in having within ,

As the 0000*7 become* older, wells which 
formerly yielded good water are t>eooming 
unreliable, and lato in the season furnish 
water of doubtful quality. This fact is well 
understood in cities where artificial supplies 
of water rapines tliat from wells. Tho same 
Impurity in the water doubtless exists in 
many country wells, and is the cause of sick- 
ness and death at this season of tho y«ar. If 
the well is low have it cleaned out This 
should bo done wherever possible every two 
or three years. Most psoplS w ill be surprised 
at the amount of impurities to be found in 
old wells whose water they may for years 
have l>een drinking. If the well never gets 
low enough to be cleaned out its water 
should betlUei ed before being couaidarad fit 
for home use. -Boston Budget.
